When offieials charged with the ex-
ecution of the lawa violate or seem (0
violate thelr oathn of offics, publie
sentlment often takes the plice of
law and erder. This aceounts for the
resort of unthinking peopls to lynch
law, which mesns the violation of all
law, Fortunately for the repulation
of the natlonal eapital the officials
Bere nre men of the highest onler of
futegrity and they usually enforee
the laws to the best of thelr alily.
We have an unususlly eflicient chief
of police,

Maj. Richard Sylveater was for al-
moat 80 years the Washington eorre-
spondent of several weatern newspa-
pers, while he scted at the sume time
s chilef elerk of police headquarters,
In his newspaper work he beeame
woll pequainted with the congress.
mian from the Bighteenth congres-
slonal distriet of Ollo, one Willinm
MeKinley, Jr., and when that con-
gressman beeame presldent of our re-
piblie he remembered Sylvester and
appoloted him chief of polico of the
Distriet of Columbia; and he made no
mistake. In making that appoints
ment he aelected the man of all men
who knew most, practically, about
the work of the police department,
and & mai of superior edueation, ex-
prrionee nnd probity of charaoter,

The ehairman of the Insugural ¢om-
mittee has made Maj, Hylvester chair-
man of the commitire on publie order
during the inaugural eeremonien; and
everybody here approves the aelection
av a whe one.
